“AND ASIGNAL SERVICE| 
FOR. JAPAN. - 
? (Hiogo News. ) 

Tho discrepancies botwoon different clocks 
and watches : furnish ‘matter : of continual . 
remark, ‘but it is not so. generally known 
that errors ate frequontly found to oxist 
even ‘in the thermometers of . reputable 
inakers, : . 


Dr Leonard Waldo contributes an int... 


teresting article on the. subject of the re- 
cently. established’ otnmination of ther- 
mometers at the Yale Observatory to, the 
Poplar Science Monthly, from which much 
information on a comparatively little known 
subject may be derived. aes . 
In England, the Kew Observatory of the 
Royal Society has for the last quarter of a 
century furnished accurate. comparisons of 
thermometers sent there for examination by 
physicists, meteorologists, physicians, and 
instrument makers. e benefits inceruing 
to science from the adoption of this system 
causetl the managing board of the Winche- 
ster Observatory of Yalo to organize a 
similar service, and, although the work is 
only fairly commenced, Dr Waldo’ states 
that the results have: already been most 
gratifying. : . 
The cxamples of error given in the course: 
of the article referred to, point conclusively 
to the absolute necessity which exists for 
some, moans of testing. the thermometers 
used: by scientigts and physicians, . For 
instance, we aro informed that. the change 
which takes place with age in every. thermo- 
inéter, not infrequently amounts to a degree 
and.a half Fohr. within two, years from tho 
time the instrument: is made. Various 
causes contribute to the general result of 
inaccuracy, and there is every likelihood. 
that thermometers apparently calcwated to 
readings, may vary, two or 
three degrees at some part of their scales.’ 
These errors may’ bo, nnd. probably - nro, 
attended with evil consequences.. ‘The 
‘fever’ thermometers in. general use. by 
physicians,” writes Dr Waldo, ‘‘are almest 
Invariably too, high .intheir readings. An 
analysis of the reaults of sixty-eight thermo- 
meters of this description, verified in Juno 
of last year, will show how great. this error 


may come to be: one-fifth had erro 
than 0°1 deg, ;. one-fifth had e: eas than‘)
